Benefits Of Fresh Air 


Proper Ventilation Essential to Good 
Health and Efficiency 


Fresh air is one of our unlimited 
natural resources, available. at all 
seasons and at all hours. It is essen- 
tial to life and good health. Of re- 
cent years more attention has been 
paid to its beneficent influence in this 
regard, but far too many people re- 
gard fresh air as a means for the 
cure of such diseases as pneumonia 
end tuberculosis; it is not adequately 
recognized as the greatest dipease 
preventive known. 

Nature has done her part in supply- 
ing pure air. Wherever the oppor- 
tunity is afforded, the air is contin- 
ually changing by natural methods. 
Man, however, has rendered this ef- 
fort of nature largely negatory by 
building hoimes, factories and offices 
almost air-tight, in which the air be- 
comes stagnant and unwholesome. 
The consequence is that the occu-{ 
Pants, continuously breathing the! 
same air, rapidly become drowsy and! 
incapable giving of their best ct-} 
forts.

Storing Ice 


Custom Has Been Practised for Many 
Centuries 

The storage of ice for summer use 
has been practised from the carlicst 
times. The Greeks, for instance, con- 
structed icechouses hundreds of years 
before the Christian era, and we 
know that Alexander the Great, when 
at Pera, in India, had large pits dug 
and filled in with snow, which was 
covered over with layers of leaves. 
The ice or frozen snow was used as 
eccasion required both‘as an iced 
drink itself and also to cool other 
drinks. The Romans also’ enjoyed 
the luxury .of iced drinks, but they 
generally iced them by putting ice or 
snow into the liquid. At a later per- 
iod the Turks, improving upon Alex- 
ander's method, had well constructed 
vaulted cellars in which they stored 
large blocks of ice, filling up the in- 
terstices with snow, so that the whole 
formed a solid block or small ice- 
berg. France followed this plan for 
ages, but it was not until the end of 
the sixteenth century that the French 
people learned how to squeeze water 
artificially. Shaped and moulded wat- 
er ices were eaten in France in 1660, 
and were soon afterwards introduced 
into England. Cream ices were the 
luxury of a later day, and when first 
introduced were very primitive com- 
pared with the daintily flavored, col- 
oied and shaped ices of the present 
time,

130,000, and that this total was de- 
pleted by losses of 3,630,000; 2,200,- 
000 rendered unfit through wounds, 
and 1,130,000 resident in foreign) 
countries. : 

General Delacroix estimates that of | 
the balance nearly 5,500,000 are em- 
ployed as first line, rear line and in- 
ferior troops, leaving a movable bal- 
ance of reserves of about 755,000,000 
of which 220,000 are attached to front 
depots, 355,000 in interior depots and | 
180,000 in process of formation, This 
number will be increased in Novem- 
ber by 450,000 of the class of 1919. 
These troops will not, however, be 
available before that for any service, 
any more than those in formation.

New: Socialist Minister Submits 
Bills on Land Reform 


The provisional government has 
decided to suspend operations of the 
Agrarian law passed in 1906. With- 
out the Duma’s consent, M. Stolypin, 
the premier at the time, provided for 
the ‘abolition of commercial owner- 
ship of peasant land and the substi- 
tution of individual ownership, The 
sponsor for the repeal is the new 
Socialist minister -of agriculture, M. 
Tchernoff. 

The minister has submitted to the 
council of ministers ten other’ bills 
on land reform, town. as well as 
country. One provided for the bet- 
ter aplication of science in the work 
of the ministry of agriculture; an- 
‘other establishes a department of ag- 
riculture, economy and _ policy; an- 
ether regulates the exploitation of 
forests. In principle the council ap- 
proved these bills. It is intended to 
promulgate them | speedily,. leaving 
for the constituent assemblies deci- 
sion the basic question of the trans- 
fer of the lands of the nobility to the 
peasantry,

Austrian Revolution Probable 

Phe probability of ‘a revolution in 
Austria if a peace treaty is not sign- 
ed this year is indicated in an Am- 
sterdam despatch to the London 
Daily Express. Emperor Charles, 
who recently received the leaders of 
the parties in the reichsrat, was sok 
emnly warned, the despatch says, of 
the danger of a revolution. The party 
leaders are said to have told the em- 
peror that both the Austrian and 
Hungarian peoples were beginning to 
tealize that they were fighting for 
the aims of Germany, and that they 
liad decided positively tq make an 
end of their present plight, provided 
the allies would permit the Austro- 
Hungarian empire to continue to ex- 
ist,

Canned Goods [lust 
Stay in Grocery Store 


Ottawa, Aug. 25.—The general re- 
tail sale or purchase of canned vege- 
tables has, as announced by. the foorl 
controller at Toronto, been prohibited 
in Canada by order in-couneil passed 
upon the recommendation 
controller. 

The regulations, which arein effect 
today, and which will remain in force 
until further notice, prohibit the sale 
and purchise of peas, beans, toma- 
toes, beets, celery, corn, spinach, 
rhubarb and pumpkins preserved in 
cans, glass jars or any other ¢ontain- 
er. Itis provided, hawever, that the 
food controller may issue licenses 
permitting the sale and consumption 
of such preserved vegetables where 
he deems it neceesury or expedient, 
and the regulations as framed do not 
apply 

(a) When such vegetables are sold 
by the canner to the wholesaler or 
retailer; or by the wholesaler or job- 
ber to the retailer; or 

(b) Wheu such ‘vegetables are to 
be consumed in lumber, mining and 
construction camps, and dining cars 
on railway trains, proyided that these 
will be consumed in said tumber, 
mining and construction camps and 
dining cars, and not resold. 

(c) When such vegetables fort a 
part of the contents of a can, glass 
jar, botttle or other container and are 
sold as soups, catsup or pickles. 

The food controller's action is a 
direct outcome of investigations which 
show that the canners of the Domin- 
ion are not able to supply more than 

per cent. of the demand for canned 

getables tor the coming season, and 
that, despite the plentiful supply of 
fresh vegetables on the market, large 
quantities of canned vegetables are 
being sold daily. It is essential to 
the prevention of waste and the 
releasing of storable foods for export 
that this year’s plentiful crop of fresh 
vegetabless should be marketed. The 
crop is due to the patriotic efforts of 
the farmers, market gardeners and 
garden plot cultivators. The care- 
lersness and utter disregard of the 
gravity of the food situation by those 
purchasing canned vegetables when 
fresh ones are available has made 
prohibitory legislation essential. 

The embargo will work no-bard-| 
ship on the consumer while green 
and fresh vegetables are available, 
It will stimulate the consumption of 
fresh vegetables, make x market for 
the same, and conserve the supply of 

canned goods for later use.

Allies Cannot Hope to Conquer Ene- 
my by Starvation 


A special correspondent who has 
just returned from an extensive trip 
through Germany and Austria, go- 
ing as far south as Trieste, gained 
the impression that the allies should 
‘mot hope to conquer the enciiy by 
Starvation. He says the scarcity of 
food is much less:than a short time 
-ago, because vegetables are plentiful 
in the central powers. 

The correspondent was with the 
Austrian troops on the Isonzo front; 
they lacked nothing of food. In the 
Carso regicn only water was needed. 
Yet there were more than two litres 
ot water daily for cach soldier. 

In Vienna the correspondent stood 
in crowds lined before the Market 
hall, the milk. and butcher shops. 
Nowhere did he hear any one ex- 
press a desire for peace. They com- 
plained, rather seriously, about the 
lack of sugar, of soap, of the smal 
bread ration. But they said, in ef- 
fect, rather seriously: “This has been 
going on for three years, Why not 
for two more years?” 

These Viennese seemed to be con- 
vinced that if they closed their eyes 
ant caltivated their palates, they 
will become accustomed to any sub- 
stitute ‘for any food.

Facilitating Train 
Movements In U. S. 


American’ Roads Taking Drastic 
Measures to Speed Up Freight 
Shipments 


In order to facilitate train move- 
ments. and release passenger train 
crews for other work, “the railways 
of the United States are making dras- 
tic reductions compared to which 
those in Canada early this year ap- 
pear mild. Thus, for instance, the 
Pennsylvania railroad has eliminated 
no less than 102 trains, or more than 
double the number taken off the 
whole of the Canadian railways. This 
will cut down the passenger move- 
ment by an amount equivalent to 
2,268,000 train miles per annum or 
over 6,500 train miles every weex 
day. A number of parlor cars, res- 
taurant cars and observation ‘ cars 
are being discontinued. The Boston 
and Maine has taken off no less than 
255 trains, or more than five times 
the number taken off in Canada, sav- 
ing approximately 41,000 train miles 
per week. Strenuous cfforts are also 
being made to increase the carload 
and to impress on merchants the im- 
portance of rapid unloading so that 
the freight equipment shall be kept 
busy to its utmost capacity, and ter- 
minals should be kept clear. The 
American railroads realize that speed 
in freight movement is one of the 
greatest aids they can give to help

Only the Union Jack Should Be 
Flown on Land in Canada 


If a flag is to be regarded merely 
as a bit of bunting that may be used, 
along with any other bit of colored 
cloth, for decorative purposes, no- 
body need feel concerned as to the 
manner in which it is used. But it 
flags are to be, as they should be, 
national symbols, there should be an 
intelligent study of them so that they 
may be used only in the proper way. 
There is need of such study in Cana- 
da, Although frequent efforts have 
been made to instruct the public re- 
specting the proper flag to be shown 
in Canada there is still lamentable 
misunderstanding on the subject and 
a widespread use of the wrong flag. 
Even in quarters to which the gen- 
eral public might reasonably look for 
guidance, the mistake is made. A 
large number—probably a majority— 
of those who desire to show the flag 
are still under the erroneous impres- 
sion that the Canadian flag is the one 
commonly called the Red Ensign, a 
red flag having a small Union Jack in 
an upper corner and the Canadian 
Arms in the fly. On any public holi- 
day, or any occasion on which a flag 
is displayed, this Red Ensign will be 
found more frequently than any oth- 
er flag. All who desire to use a flag, 
and all who like to see the National 
flag shown, should take the trouble 
to note that this use of the Red En- 
‘sign on land is quite incorrect. The 
nearly similar Red Ensign without 
the Dominion Arms, is the authoriz- 
ed flag of the British Merchant Ma- 
rine. It is a sea flag, and cannot 
with propriety be flown on land. The 
same class of flag, with the Domin- 
ion Arms in the fly, is authorized as 
that of the Canadian Merchant Ma- 
rine, that is, of British vessels regis- 
tered in Canada. It too.is a sea flag 
only, and it cannot be properly flown 
on land. Wherever that flag is flowin 
on the staff of one of our buildings, 
or in one of our public places, its use 
is distinctly improper. 

Many flag dealers, apparently, not 
understanding the flag question, have 
assumed that this red flag is the Na- 
tional flag of Canada, and have stock- 
ed up with it. They should be made 
fo understand the mistake and tc 
avoid the repetition of it. The only 
flag that can properly be flown on 
Canadian soil as the National flag of 
Canada is the Union Jack. The Red 
Ensign is the correct flag for a Can- 
adian merchant ship, and it may be 
used with other flags for decorative 
purposes anywhere in Canada. But it 
should never be seen on the staff on 
land in Canada. Only the Union Jack 
is entitted to that honor. 

If flags are to be used at all, it is 
surely worth while making a correct 
use of them—From the Montreal 
Journal of.

The first part of the agreement will 
be that the United States expedite 
shipnfents of steel for Japanese ship- 
yards, and in return Japan will send 
about 50,000 tons of ships to carry 
United States troops and war mater- 
ial to Europe. 

“A further effort will be made by 
Japanese ship builders to induce Gen, 
Goethals to order ships for the emer- 
géncy flect from Japan. These ship- 
owners say they can complete | stecl 
steamers and have them ‘in commis- 
sion in four months if they get the 
steel. Ainerican producers have been 
quoting Japanese ship builders as 
high as 12 cents a pound for fabricat- 
ed steel plates.

Ili the ship- 
ping board places orders and rushes 
deliveries of steel, the plentiful sup- 
ply of cheap labor will enable Japan 
to build 10,000-ton steamers in a few 
months at a price considerably below 
the present market price.”

Cost of Preserving 
Greatly Exaggerated 


Women Now Determined to Save the 
Fruit Crop 


Last summer many women did not 
put up their regular supply. of home- 
made preserves; and bitterly they re- 
gretted it. They became scared at 
what they called the high price of 
sugar. When sugar reached 7 1-2 
cents a pound, they let the straw- 
berries and cherries go by. When 
sugar sold at 8 cents and 8 1-2 cents, 
they permitted the luscious peaches, 
pears, plums and apples to rot on the 
ground. . 

But never again. This summer will 
see a genuine, old time revival in 
homemade preserving; because the 
women of Canada now realize what a 
foolish extravagance it was to do 
without. preserves; especially when} 
the increased cost of putting them uo 
is infinitesimal. 

As a matter of fact, every woman 
can prove—with her first lot of 
strawberries, that the increased cost 
of sugar is surprisingly small. 

Turning back the files of papers 
publishing market prices, we find 
that ‘in 1912, 1913 and 1914, up to 
the outbreak of war the average 
Price of granulated sugar was 51-2 
cents a pound, Today the best gran- 
ulated sugar retails at 81-2 cents. 
This is an average of 3 cents a 
pound for the whole of the country. 

A quart jar of preserved berries 
or fruit, requires but half a pound 
of sugar; so that the increased cost 
of preserving, due to the increased 
cost of sugar, is only 11-2 cents a 
quart, compared with the cost of 
preserving before the war when 
sugar was unusually cheap. 

Now is the time for the women of 
Canada to come gallantly to the aid 
of the country, and help’to conserve 
our food supplies. The fruit crop 
this year promises to\be a record 
one, both in quality and quantity. 
Foreign markets being closed  be- 
cause of the shortage in transporta- 
tion, it rests almost entirely with our 
homemakers as to whether this crop 
worth millions is to be a source of 
profit or a complete loss. 

With the home pantries filled 
with delicious jams, preserves and 
jellies; with these delicacics served 


for dessert instead of pies and 
cakeS enormous quantities of wheat 
will be released for the troops in 


France and for the starving children 
in Belgium. ‘ 

A careful consideration of . the 
above facts will show to the Cana- 
dian houséwife that sugar is not too 
high for .preserving profitably; that 
the increased cost of ‘sugar has not 
materially increased the. cost of 
homemade preserves; and that pre- 
serving is both an economy and a 
patriotic action. 


Canada’s Trade Still Going Up 

Canada’s total trade for April and 
May, the first two months of the fis- 
cal year, was $408,606,875, compared 
with $269;509,815 for the same two 
months last year. Imports amount- 
ed to $194,404,188 and exports $214,- 
202,685.. Imports for May amounted 
to $107,596,379, an increase of nearly 
ferty millian. Exports for the same 
period were $152,000,000, an increase 
of fifty-five million, There was av 
increase in every class, but the big 
increases were twenty-five million in 
agricultural products and twenty-five 
million in manufacturers’ customs. 
Revenue for May increased four mil- 
lion.

“AIL investigations lead to the de- 
tid lief that there will be a 
tremendous immigration of Imperial 
army ex-service men to Canada after 
the war,” declared J. Bruce Walker, 
commissioncr of immigration, who 
has just returned from London. Mr.

Although not inclined to speak at 
any length on the features of his 
trip, he admitted, when questioned 
on the submarine menace, that his 
ship was chased for many miles by a 
submarine and that for four consecu 
tive hours it was engaged in a run- 
ning fight with the enemy craft. ‘The 
ship zig-zagged for miles out of its 
course. A companion ship was less 
fortunate, and those on deck saw it 
sink after a few minutes’ fight, about 
a mile and a half away.

“The 
committee took special steps to as- 
certain the opinions of all members, 
and we are abundantly satisfied that 
a vast proportion of the men of 
sedentary occupations will not re- 
turn to such work, but will seek tc 
perpetuate the outdoor life by emi- 
grating to one of the overseas do- 
minions.

south, is the vital necessity of es- 
tablishing communicating lines and 
of consolidating positions.

which ‘has. left little of the enemy 
trenches but» powder and_ corpses, 
they don’t find many Germans there 
—not live ones at least. The Ger- 
mans know a day or so in advance 
wheh a big push is coming. -They 
can’t help it. They fall back to 
their reserve lines in the rear, and 
consolidate their guns and men, 
teady for a counter-attack. 

“The way to ‘stop. this counter- 
attack and hold the advantage we 
have won is to rush up our heavy 
guns and be ready to ‘cut them to 
pieces when they try to ‘come back’ 

“T have seen 45 miles of railway 
laid in three days. Our engineers at 
the front work night and day and 
this is largely why, when we once 
get hold of a piece of the Hindenburg 
line, we hold on to it. Bulldog ten- 
acity, the papers call it, but it’s 
mnilitary knowledge and foresight 
just as much. 

“Furthermore, when. the Germans 
feel sure that a certain spot at which 
the British have been hammering is 
about to be attacked, they rush their 
Teserves and guns over to back up 
that particular sector. That is the 
time for us to strike somewhere else 
while they are using all their energy 
to stop us at another point.” 


Cossacks In Revolution 


How ‘They Routed Petrograd Police 
in the Znamenskaya Place 


The aid given by the Cossacks to 
the Russian revolution is described 
in the New Republic in a diary writ- 
ten by an American who was present 
during the revolution and to whom 
av eyewitness told the following: 

“The Znamenskaya place was full 


where, especially around the statue 
in the céntre of the square, and a 
company of Cossacks riding around 
and around the. crowd. I was on the 
outskirts, near the Newski, opposite 
the Goncharnaya. 1 looked up the 
Newski. Suddenly there was a shot 
behind me, close to me. I looked 
around and saw a man’s arm = and 
hand holding a smoking revolver. 
straight up into the air, and then I 
saw a troop of mounted police issue 
from the Goncharnaya with naked 
sabers and charge at the crowd. Sud- 
denly a shot came from the Cossacks 
who were on my right, and the lead- 
er of the police fell down from his 


horse. "fhe Cossacks yelled and 
charged the police, hacking and 
swinging their whips. The police 


broke and fled. Then,” he said, “you 
should have seen the crowd. People 
j kissed and hugged the Cossacks, 
climbing-p on the horses to reach 
them. Others kissed and embraced 
the horses, the Cossacks’ boots, stir- 
rups, saddles. They were given cig- 
arettes, money, cigar cases gloves, 
anything and everything.” His eyes 
were full of tears. “Go home,” he said 
“quick; there’ll be war in the city to- 
night.” :

Has the Utmost Freedom and the 


Pride of Nationality 


Canada’s system of government 
| appears to be little understood by 
{those who are not familiar with the 
British empire system of independent 
nitions co-operating as one empire. 
The situation may be made clearer 
in many minds by quoting the fol- 
lowing short newspaper editorial, 
which recently appeared in the Cal- 
gary “Albertan.”: 

“Canada is a self-governing nation, 
and its will is not restricted in any 
manner. 

“It entered the war at its own sug- 
gestion, and has been doing its part 
in its own way. It has received no 
orders from Britain. 

“Any person who suggests that 
Canada is not as free in every way 
as any other nation in the world, 
Gither is not well informed or is 
taking advantage of technicalities. 

“Canada has shown the world that 
a British dependency can become 
sclf-governing, with the utmost free- 
dom, and still remains true to the 
mother country. As a British nation, 
it can carry on its world mission. 

“Canada has the utmost freedom, 
the pride of nationality and the buoy- 
ant national pride.

Sir Douglas writes of the gradual 
extension of the British. front. In 
January this was completed without 
incident. He describes in general 
terms. the operations of the Ancre 
and the enemy’s general withdrawal, 
and proceeds: 

“The retreat to which the enemy 
was driven by our continued success 
reintroduced on the western front 
conditions of war which have been ab- 
sent from that theatre since the open- 
ing months of the war. After more 
than two years of trench warfare 
considerable bodies of our troops 
were engaged under conditions ap- 
proximating open fighting, and the 
cavalry was given an opportunity to 
perform its special duties. Our opera- 
tions during the latter half of March 
are therefore of peculiar interest. 
The result achieved \by all arms has 
Leeh most satisfactory, although the 
nature of the enemy’s 
withdrawal enabled him to choose 
his own ground for resistance and to 
employ every device to inflict losses 
on our troops. Our casualties, which 
had been exceedingly moderate 
throughout the operations on the 
Ancre during the period of retreat, 
became exceptionally light. The pros- 
pect of more general resumption of 
open fighting can be regarded with 
great confidence.” 

After alluding to the “heavy calls 
upon the ehgineers through the en- 
emy’s systematic destruction of 
roads, railways, bridges, in the evac- 
uated areas, Sir Douglas concludes: 

“IT wish to place on record here the 
fact that a successful solution of the 
problem of railway transport would 
have been impossible had it not been 
for the patriotism of the railway 
companies at home and in Canada. 
They did not hesitate to give up 
their locomotives and rolling stock 
as required to meet our needs, or 
even to tear up their tracks in order 
to provide us with necessary rails. 
The thanks of the army are due also 
to those who have accepted so cheer- 
fully the inconvenienecs caused by 
the consequent diminution of the 
railway facilities available for civil 
traffic.”

1, Great Britain is short 15,000,- 
000 tons of coal; France lacks even

mestic and industrial requirements in- 
cident to the entrance of the United 
States as a belligerent, all mean that 
a coal production must be increas- 
ed. 

2. United States officials anticipate 
that next fall there will be unprece- 
dented demands on rolling stock as 
well as greater difficulty in handling 
the production. 

3. The situation is that the United 
States companies have placed an em- 
bargo on coal going out of that coun- 
try, and the United States desires to 
keep coal cars in that country for 
any emergency that may arise. 

4. The present rather acute short- 
age of coal in many quarters will not 
be helped by war conditions in the 
United States. 

5. Coal prices have generally in- 
creased, and, unless there is govern- 
ment regulation, they will reach 
higher levels. ‘ 

6. The U. S. Geological Survey as 
well as other agencies having knowl- 
edge of the facts, is urging all ‘con- 
sumers of coal, both large and small, 
| to store their winter's fuel during the 


summer months/ 
In so far as central and western 


Canada are concerned, the situation 
is intensified by the fact that owing 
to the coal strike in the west some 
200,000 tons has already been lost 
from production this year; also, ow- 
ing to the shortage of ships and the 
great demand for iron ore for the 
manufacture of munitions, much less 
coal than ordinarily was brought up 
the Great Lakes last year, so that 
there are practically no supplies on 
hand, 

From the above itis evident that, 
to be assured of our winter’s supply 
of coal, and, at the same time, save 
inconvenience and perbaps higher 
prices, we should buy coal during the 
summer-months wherever and when- 
ever it is available. 

The Dominion government has ap- 
pointed a fuel controller to take 
charge of the situation, and the coal 
dealer and householder can assist by 
filling their bins now with sufficient 
coal to last through the whole winter. 
By so doing they will help out con- 
ditions when the railway congestion 
occurs next fall—W.J.D.

The Mesopotamian commission’s 
recent disclosures attracted attention 
to and created special interest in 
General Maude's references to the 
present water transport and hospital 
arrangements. He states that the 
newly-formed inland water transport 
directorate is so well organized that 
“an eight day endless chain of river 
craft passed up and down the river, 
thereby assuring the maintenance of 
troops at the front.” 


Sir Stanley Maude further says. 
“Ourswell equipped -hospitals were 
more. adequate to meet all calls, 


and throughout the cvacuation of 
wounded was carried out on model 
lines. Arrangements for the comfort 
and rapid transfer of patients from 
the field units to the hospital reflect 
much credit on those concerned.” 
Gen. Maude thankfully acknowled- 
ged the prompt response made to his 
demands from England, India and 


Egypt.

ces. From that department comes a 
detailed statement of the difference 
in the retail. prices of nine staple food 
commodities for a pre-war period of 
five years, 1909 to 1913, inclusive, ex- 
cept in the matter of eggs, where in- 
formation was obtainable for the year 
1913, as compared with averages for 
the first three and four months of 
the present year, as nearly a war per- 
iod as can be reduced to dependable 
figures. 

Flour for the pre-war period aver- 
aged $6.71 per barrel, as compared 
with $11.56 for the first four months 
of 1917; lard raised from 15.06 to 
23.40 cents, and butter from 36.3 to 
47.3 cents. 

Cornmeal increased from $2.74 per 
100 pounds to $4.07; ham from 24.1 
to 32.1 cents; bacon from 25.2 to 31.2 
cents; milk-from 8.7 to 10 cents; eggs 
from 33.8 to 46.7 cents; and dressed 
poultry from 19.9 to 26.6 cents per 
pound, These comparisons of pre- 
war prices are with those for the 
first three months of the present 
year.

“Tt is a legal and logical principle 
that ordinary penal laws may be ap- 
plied to acts of war that are not jus- 
tified by international law,” said 
Monsic ur Carton De Wiart, Belgian 
tiinister of justice, replying to an in- 
quiry by the Associated Press as to 
his opinion of the proposed inter- 
allied high court for the trial of of- 
ficers, soldiers and individuals guilty 
of atrocities in this war. 


“The Hague convention,” continu- 
ed Mr. De Wiart, “says. that ‘bellig- 
erents have not an unlimited right to 
choose means to harm the enemy.’ 
All civilized countries admit © that 
acts perpetrated during a state of 
war and which are not technically 
acts of war’ may be punished by the 
ordinary civil courts or the military 
courts, whether they are crimes or 
mere offenses. In fact, the ‘German 
manual of laws of war’ mentions a 
considerable number of prohibitions 
as, for instanee, those regarding the 
employment of certain weapons and 
the killing of wounded soldiers.

Some applications 
of this principle have already been 
made. If the guilty fall into our 
hands we must not hesitate; we are 
obliged to judge him, but let us not 
judge contumacious emy officers 
or soldiers, as there i8 a chance that 
we shall not be able to execute the 
sentence, 

“Even when we have the guilty 
man in our hands there are difficul- 
ties in obtaining evidence against 
him, and if he argues, as he certain- 
ly will, that he acted only by order, 
what can we answer! if we wish ww 
remain just and fair, I am of the 
opinion, that, in these questions 
lawyers and magistrates will have to 
apply strictly the ciples of ‘inter- 
national law. If this application of 
justice is not sufficient—and, unior- 
tunately, I fear that’such may be the 
case—competent authoritics shovld 
take other measures to give satisfac- 
tion to public opinion in regard to 
German atrocities.

Conserving Food In Britain 


and 


War Savings Committee Report 


Shows People Voluntarily 
Cutting Down Rations 


Premicr Lloyd George has written 
to the chairman of the national war 
savings committee thanking him for 
the committec’s efforts and’ paying 
tribute to its success in effecting food 
economy. Mr. Lloyd George adds 
that he has every hope “that the peo- 
ple of Great Britain will be able to 
claim that they accomplished of their 
own free will what the people of 
other countries could only achieve by 
compulsion.” 

What the committee has done may 
be illustrated by the figures rela- 
ting to the reduction in the consump- 
tion of bread. Thus, in the Padding- 
ton district of London, the consump- 
tion of bread dropped by 25 to 30 per 
cent. in two months. In Willesden 
bread sales per week in May aimount- 
ed to 481,839, in June they dropped to 
380,404 pounds. Brighton is eating 
20 per cent. less bread, and Reading 
25 per cent. less. Portsmouth  re- 
ports that 180,540 pounds less bread 
per week was sold in May, and a fur- 
ther reduction of 78,840 pounds in 
June. 

These are only some figures chosen 
at random from reports collected by 
the committee,. but they show the 
thoroughness of the work it has done.
